When n sufficient 
fcaaiitity is piled on* to make a note 
sound, tkey may be weighed and tEe 
figures will bo found to be tjrue. If tha 
pianist ia playing fortissimo, a much 
greater force is needed. At times n force 
of BIX pounds is thrown upon a single 


' key to produce a solitary effect. 
With 


chords the force is generally spread over 
the various notes.souncled simultaneous- 
ly, though a greater output of force ia

Boiler Scale. 


A verynovyj method of getting rid of 


' scale in a boiler is credited by a Boston 
paper to au engineer in that city. The 
scale came from the use of well water. 
The feed pipe enters the .front of the 
boiler just about the water line, and has 
slots cut in it about au eighth of an 
inch \vido, instead of tlio ordinary spray- 
ing method of distributing the water, 
and surround ing the feed pipes is a 
larger pipe, about G inches in diameter 
and cut away at the top; tho feed water 
outers the boiler and discharges through 
tha slots in tho food pipe, depositing all 
the foreign matter in tho water into 
this catch pipe instead of into tho boiler 
—the success of the plan depending 
upou having a high temperature of feed 
at about the boiling point, when the 


; solids held in suspension, or solution in 
' water will be deposited.

Smeideth could not be found, and it 
was believed that he had teen murdered 
and his body placed under the stack, 
which was then sot afire. An examina- 
tion of the corpse showed what was 
deemed sufficient proof for believing 
that it was Srnoideth's. A peculiar sear 
on the left side of the head and a badly 
twisted leg from a poorly sot fracture of 
the bone which .had boon broken were 
identified as the same peculiarities 
wliich hud been noticeable ir the missing 
man. Thero wore hundreds of people 
who were willing to swear and did BO 
swear that the body was that of tho dead 
ranchman.

him. 
After he had called her by name 


she found that itwas WiUiam Smeideth, 
and that lie had altered his appearance 
by letting his heard grow and cutting his 
mustache in a pectniiar manner. Smei- 
deth told lier that be had been living at 
Dallas for some time, and that ho was 
then on his way south, where he would 
not toll, as lie did not seem to tool very 
communicative, Mrs. Bnmford gave1 
him dinner, and ho remained in the 
house possibly balf an boui-, when «. 
utrauger came to tlio door, and he sud- 
denly took his departure, saying nothing 
to his hostess. This was just on0 month 
after the murder, and Mrs. Bnmford, 
from the fact of her arrival from Ca.nuu 
City that day with her boy, is very posi- 
tive about the date. 


As soon as Mrs. Bnmford heard that 


Sykes was in jiul and the circumstances 
of the crime she at once communicated 
with the brother and told him when she 
had lust seen Smeideth aud nnder what 
circumstances. 
This put a new phase 


on the niiitter, and tho facts were all 
gathered together tuid put in the form 
of affidavits and the whole ease referred 
to the governor, who -will at once insti- 
tute an investigation. Should the stories 
be found to be trne the man will at once 
be liberated, for his whole case depend- 
ed on whether the dead man was or was 
not Smeideth..—Rocky Mountain News.
